ONTARIO IS ACCEPTED 





Mr. Manley Will Hear Address 
| on How Act Should Be 
| Amended 





With Ontario accepted as a 
member of the Metropolitan Water 
district, and with an election like- 
ly to be held in the neighboring 
city Nov. 4 to give the voters an 
opportunity to express their wish 
in regard to joining, Upland offic- 
jials and representative citizens 
| were today giving further study to 
| the water situation and organiza- 
tion. 

Richard G. Manley, city service 
manager, will attend a meeting in 
Lynwood Saturday afternoon and 
hear an address on ‘“‘How the Met- 
;ropolitan Water District Should 
be Amended.” This 
for representatives of chambers of 
commerce and cities that have not 
as yet joined the district. Reuel 
L. Olson, Los Angeles attorney, 
will be the speaker. 

Mr. Manley said this morning 
that Ontario’s action would not 
have any influence with what Up- 
jland should do, and that continued 
istudy will be given the matter. 
Within a few months the Metro- 
pene Water District Advance- 
‘ment association, which held a 
; meeting in Ontario recently and 
which was followed by Ontario 
| taking steps to join, will convene 
in Upland. 

Ontario city council recently 
\sent a petition to the water district 
| board asking to become a mem- 
ber. The petition was accepted. 
| Joining the district will cost On- 
| tario approximately $4,000, but be- 
; fore this can be expended the mat- 
(ter of joining the district has to 
[be put up to the voters. The On- 
i tario council will meet tonight and 
|decide when the election will be 
| neld. 
| Indications are that the election 
| 





will be called Noy. 4, so that the 
,expense of a special election can 
be avoided. 

The water district proposes to 
build an aqueduct from the Hoover 
dam to Southern California. Route 


of the aqueduct has not been de- 
; termined, but it is likely it will go 
ithrough the Upland citrus district.

Senate constitutional amend-

Motor Tax Proposed

‘ment No. 18 proposes to add sec- 
|tion 10 to Article XIII. Motor 


| vehicles and trailers are to be tax- 
led by the state in place of the 
| personal property tax now levied 
,on them. Busses and trucks now 
j taxed as public utilities are not af- 
\fected. The state is to create a 
\“county motor vehicle tax fund” 
;and annually at least 95 per cent 
‘of this fund is to be distributed to 
;the county treasuries for distribu- 
| tion within each county. 
If later the personal 
; tax should be repealed, this sec- 
tion will also automatically be re- 
pealed. The great argument in 
favor of this measure is that it 
‘will enable the state to collect per- 
;Sonal property tax on thousands 
!of automobiles that now escape
